Louisville. Feb. 5. -T his city is to be 
the seat, tem porarily at least, of the 
Democratic state governm ent Govern­ 
or Beckham and several of his chief ad­ 
visers reached here yesterday, and to­ 
day the Democratic members of the 
legislature will meet here and it is said 
purposed to make Louisville the head­ 
quarters of the 
legislative and execu­ 
tive branches of this state governm ent 
as long as the presence of troops keeps 
them from Frankfort or until the pres­ 
ent conflict in the state is settled 
Tile details of this plan were decided 
upon at conferences held here, the pre­ 
lim inary steps in this direction had been 
taken at the m eeting of those members 
held in the Capitol hotel in Frankfort 
since the state buildings have been sur­ 
rounded by soldiers. 
The Democratic 
legislators there adopted a concurrent 
resolution for adjournm ent to Louisville 
and this fact was made known early in 
yesterday's conference. 
It was stated by members of the legis­ 
lature present that threats had been 
made at Frankfort by persons connected 
with Governor Taylor’s adm inistration 
that Democratic members of the legis­ 
lature would be arrested, for th at step 
was necessary to secure their attendance 
upon the session of the legislature call­ 
ed by the Republican governor to meet 
at London, Ky., next Tuesday. Enough 
of the Democratic members of each 
. house will be here, it is asserted by the 
* Democratic managers, to form a quo­ 
rum. 
No legislation will be attempted, 
but an adjournm ent from day to day 
will be bad pending a settlem ent of the 
legal questions involved in tho present 
dispute between the parties 
These points having been determined, 
the m atter of protection against any 
possible aggressive action by the Repub- 
Jican adm inistration was taken up. 
It 
was declared to be the purpose of the 
Democrats to do nothing that would 
tend to provoke a conflict or to indicate 
th at it was their intention to forcibly 
antagonize Governor Taylor’s adiuinis- 
, tration. 
Measures to protect the Democratic 
legislators and state officers, however, 
were thought to be necessery. 
General 
Castleman had already cummunicated 
to General Beckham his acceptance of 
the position of adjutant general to 
which he was appointed by the Dem­ 
ocratic executive and ample anange- 
mentfl have been made to protect the 
Democratic adm inistration from moles­ 
tation by Governer Taylor’s forces. 
It 
is thought that the main reliance of the 
Democrats will be placed, at least for 
the present, in the police force of the 
city and the constabulary of the county. 


The mayor and city officers and the 
sheriff of the county are Democrats and 
undoubtedly recognize 
Beckham 
as 
governor. 
The num ber of men at their command 
ie considerable and the ample arrange­ 
ments mention as having been made are 
believed to be in the 
direction of 
strengthening this force. 
This plan 
found favor localise it was believed to 
he in line w ith the announcem ent that 
any measures looking to the use of any 
trined force were to he purely defensive. 
Another consideration in this connec­ 
tion was the fear expressed by some of 
the Democratic leader th at Governor 
Taylor m ight seek to intefere with the 
session of the state board of election 
commissioners, which has been set for 
next Tuesday at Frankfort. .This hoard 
has before it the contests for minor 
state offices. 
In the event of interfer­ 
ence this board would probably adjourn 
to meet in Louisville. 
If the decision 
cf this board should be in favoi of the 
Democratic contestants, its action would 
have an im portant bearing on the con­ 
flict between the rival governors.

Frankfort. Ky., Fab. 5.—It has prae 
tipsily been decided th at the rem ains of 
W illiam Goebel W ill be buried in F ran k ­ 
fort in the cemetery overlooking the 
Kentucky river, where lie the rem ains 
of Darnel Boone, Vice President Richard 
M Johnson and several Kentucky gov­ 
ernors, em inent jurists and soldiers 
The burial will take place in F ran k ­ 
fort, in accordance with the wishes of 
the dead man, but the funeral services 
will tie held in Covington, his home The 
rem ains will be taken to Covington to­ 
day on a special train, 
Tomorrow morning the rem ains will 
be conveyed to the Odd Fellows ball in 
Covington, and from 8:30 in the m orn­ 
ing nntil IO o’clock in the evening will 
lie in state, the hall being kept open in 
the evening to allow the working peo­ 
ple an opportunity to see the rem ains 
The funeral services will be extrem e’*- 
simple, in deference not only to the 
wishes of Gov. Geobel, but also of his 
family. 
W ednesday morning the rem ains will 
be brought back to Frankfort 
and 
placed in the big ballroom of the C api­ 
tol botel where they will he in state all 
th at day 
The bullet fired by an unknown as­ 
sassin last Tuesday moruiug ended the 
life of Governor Goebel at ii: 45 o'clock 
Saturday evening 
The only persons present at the death­ 
bed were Governor Goebel's sister Mrs 
Brannacker. and his brother A rthur 
Goebel of Cincinnati, who have been in 
constant attendance at Governor Goe­ 
bel's bedside, aud Dr McCormack. 
The announcem ent th at his end had 
come was announced by A rthur Goebel 
to a few friends at the door of the sick­ 
room and by them communicated to 
others throughout the hotel. 
There was no excitem ent in the corri­ 
dors of the Hotel, Those who heard the 
wonts of A rthur Goebel were reverent­ 
ly silent, and did not disseminate the 
intelligence. 
W ithin a few moments 
the following announcem ent had been 
prepared aud was silently handed about 
the hotel and in the streets: 
“To the People of K entucky: 
It is 
w ith the most profound sorrow th at we 
announce the death of Governor W il­ 
liam Goebel. 
In his last moments he 
counseled his friends to keep cool and 
bow to the law in all things. 
We, his 
friends aud advisers, beg of the people 
Of K entucky in this hour of allliction to 
carefully abstain from any act of vio­ 
lence or any resort to mob law. 
It 
would be his wish were he alive th at 
there should be absolutely no stain on 
his memory by any im prudent act of 
any who were his friends. 
The law is 
supreme and m ust in time be reestab­ 
lished and all the wrongs he and his 
party has suffered will find their proper 
redress ” 
The address was signed by: 
J C S. Blackburn, K S. Pryor, Urey 
Woodson, C. M Lewis, 8. B. McCreary, 
John 
K 
Hendricks, Jam es Andrew 
Scott, Lewis McQuowu, B. W. B rad­ 
b u ry S. J. Shackleford, C. C. McChord, 
South Trimble, speaker of the house, 
and J H. Carter, president pro tem of 
the senate.

Goebel was born in a 
small ham let in Sullivan county, Penn­ 
sylvania. 
W ith his father and m other 
he came to Covington, Ky., when quite 
a boy 
W illiam Btartep to learn the 
jew elry trade at Dumes’ in Cincinnati, 
but after rem aining there a short time 
expressed a desire to study law. He en­ 
tered the office of Stevenson & Myers. 
A fter the dissolution of this firm he con­ 
tinued with the firm of Stevenson & 
O'Hara, which he left on Aug. IO, 1874, 
and afterw ard became the law partner 
of Governor John W. Stevenson. 
Later 
he became the law partner of Hon John 
G. Carlisle, the ex-secreiary of the treas­ 
ury
